Unusual Accident Snuffs Out 


Urea at Homestead 


Plant. 


MEN AT WORK IN PITS AT TIME 


Just Wb*t Caused I>nst to Ignite 2S"ol 


Known; Worst Accident at Plant in 
20 fv+n; Building Is Shaken But 
Xo Other Damage Is Done to Plant. 


Four men are dead and onother is 


dying following what is believed to 
have been an explosion of coal dust 
In the coal breaker department of the 
-Hays yards of "the United States Steel 
Corporation's Homestead works early 
Saturday niornins The victims were 
working in the pit shoveling coal and. 
had no chance to escape. 
The accident occured in a frame 


'building1 where 4*) cars of coal are 
ground each day for use in the ro- 
tary stokers in the steel plant. Ihc 
grinding causes much dust and every 
effort is made to prevent any acci- 
dents. 
All the men were working1 at tho 


foot of a 15-foot pit, shoveling the 
coal into the sto-cer cars. It is not 
known what caused the coal dust to 
Ifnite, but at 4 o'clock other worK- 
men heard the explosion which shook 
the building, but did no damage. The 
•workmen rushed 
to the 
pit, and 
through the smoke rising from it the 
flve workmen weie seen inert on the 
floor. Endangering their own lives, 
the workmen succeeded in getting the 
five- victims from the pit. 
It In supposed that when the coal 


dust ignited the flareup enveloped the 
men before they knew what had hap- 
pened, as all had shovels clutched in 
their hands. 
A. E. Hunt, superintendent of tho 


Homestud works, would pive nothing 
out for publication regarding the ex- 
ploslon.r Deputy Coroner J. J. Cava- 
nauffh went to Homestead and it was 
doe mostly to his efforts that the me 
were identified. The explosion Is the 
worst the Homestead works has ex- 
perienced in 20 sears. 


EARLY USE OF COAL 


Hist Mention of 3'^iel in This Country 


Ww AlK-iit 1679. 


Probably the earliest mention of the 


nse of coal in the United States is con- 
tained in the journal of Father Hen- 
nepm, a French missionary who 
early as 1679, reported a "cole" mine 
on the Illinois mer, above Fort Cre- 
vecoeur, near the site of the present 
city of Ottumwa says Coal ARC. Cotil 
was not mined in the State of Illinois, 
however, until 1810, when it was pro- 
duced in Jackson county, at a point 
on the Big Muddv River. 
Later, coal -was found at Fort Du- 


quesne, now Pitts-burg, in 175S, when 
that frontier post fell Into the hands 
of the English under General Forbes

nal:"At Captain Crawford's all day. "We 
went to see a coal mine not far from 
the house, on the banks of the river 
The coal seemed to he of the best 
kind and burned freely."

known as Stewart's Crossing.

2001EN MADE IDLE BY FIRE 
WflKH DESTROYS GLASS PLANT
